A thousand 
people, with 


curses and imprecations, vowed that 
Dolby should never be taken past them 
tip the high steps to the hail.

hardly emerged from the jail door 
when the acknowledged leader of the

over his face. His friends, well dressed 
fai-mers, and even business men of the 
city, rallied at his appearance, and 
there were hoarse cries of "We'll get 


m yet!" 'Tts a long way to the de 
ot!" 
Col. 
Coit, commanding- the troops, 


stopped on the steps of the courthouse 
to warn the excited people to disperse, 
and after his earnest warning had 
fallen on deaf ears he shouted, ''Load!" 
and there was- heard the uniform click- 
ing of hammers as every soldier pre- 
pared his piece for trouble, if trouble 
must come.- The startled crowd fell 
back a few steps and several of the 
more timid rushed for the corners 
but they rallied almost immediately 
and closed in, but the soldiers held 
them back.

The sol- 
diers stood with pieces cocked and bay- 
onets fixed, and waited till the doors 
would yield. Huge stones were thrown 
against the doors, and the noise was 
deafening. 


All this time loud and angry yells 


came from the frantic crowd. Col. Coit 
went into the crowd and said: "If any 
man of you shall hit one of my men I 
will direct him to aim directly at that 
man's heart!" Col. Coit was seized but 
defended himself. 
' At 7:45 an alarm of fire startled the 
crowd and a great, many of them left. 
The barn attached to the Cherry house 
burned, but the fire was not over when 
he crowd came back and renewed the 
,ttaok. Just then Col. Coit received 
word that the First regiment and two 
companies from Columbus were on the 
way. 


At 7:50 the south doors were broken, 


and immediately there was a deafen- 
ing and continuous volley from two 
score of rifles. 
A pandemoniun of 


rells and curses and 'a dense smoke 
illed the corridors. The law had-been 
maintained at frightful cost, for this 
was the list of dead and of wounded: 
The dead—Smith Welch, aged 19; James 
Judy, aged 25.

dium Tli lit Performs Its Legal Functions 
IIH Such. 
Money is a measure of value. It is 


the medium by which the product of 
tho labor of one person is exchanged 
for the labor of another, at a fair, and 
as near as possible, uniform valuation. 


Ita most important, functions are said 


to bo threefold: To facilitate exohang-o; 
to furnish a common measure for as- 
certaining and measuring1 the compara-; 
tive values of different commodities,: 
and as a. standard by which obligations 
payable in the future, are to be settled. 


Any article. used as a circulating1 me- 


dium, which will perform these func- 
tions fairly and uniformly, is "honest 
money," and it follows as a neccsiary. 
corollary, that any circulating medium. 
which from any o»u»e docs not furnish 
a uniform measure of value as between 
other 
commodities, is not "honest 


money." 


Where the circulation of money is 


controlled by luw, declaring the article 
of which it is made, tho amount of cir- 
culation, and regulating- the exchange| 
value thereof, "honest money" is not 
dependent upon the intrinsic or corn? 
inodity value of the material of which 
tho money Is made. 


Paper money thus established, with 


a uniform circulation sufficient for the 
needs of commerce, inoreaslng1 as com-. 
merco increases, supported by a strong1 
government and so regulated as"to fur- 
nish at all times a continuous and uni- 
form measure of value, would be "hon- 
est money." 


Then it follows, that for the purpose 


of keeping a uniform standard of value, 
tho volume of money should corre- 
spondingly increase. Tho supply should 
equal the increased demand. 


The money supply in the past has 


for centuries consisted of tho world's 
product of gold and silver at a fixed 
ratio, and many million dollars of in- 
debtedness, payable in the futue, have 
beea created, based upon this ratio,' 


»ilrer t» establish a 


single gold standard limits the circula- 
tion, as it limits the material of which 
it Is created unless the product of gold 
should correspondingly increase. 
To 


do this at a time when an increasing1 
commerce gives an increased demand 
for money, must necessarily change 
tho measure of value; the result is 
iucvitable, money becomes dearer, con- 
stantly increasing In value, and is no 
more "honost money" than a bushel 
measure made of a material continual* 
ly expanding and requiring from day 
to day more grain to fill it.— GOT.

ARGENTINE'S FINANCES. 


The JVIero Interest 0:1 Its Debt Exceeds 


It3 Total Income. 


The Argentine Republic, like our 


own, is a federal, .one, consisting of 
fourteen -autonomous states. At- the 
present time, says the New York Post, 
the republic is bankrupt, and thirteen 
of its constituent states are in tlis same 
condition. Its population of .4,500,000 
averages but four inhabitants to the 
square mile, 1,500,000 occupying the- 
fiiugle province of Buenos Ayres, but 
the various employes of the national 
and state governments number 50,000, 
not including persons employed by the 
dift'erent'inunicipalities. In several of 
the state governments the entire rev- 
enue is not cquu.1 to the inter st upon 
their debts, and in several the payment 
of salaries appears to exhrvust the en- 
tire income. Even in the case of the 
national government the salary ac- 
count requires about one-third of the 
total revenue. 
If the revenue of .the 


fourteen states be added together they 
amount Jo about §10,000,000, which is 
SoOO.OOO less than the interest due on 
their external indebtedness, to say 
nothing of their internal obligations. 


Tltc revenue of the national govern- 


ment is estimated.to be about §35,000,- 
000, and it is claimed that the expendi- 
ture is less than this. The obligations, 
however, amount to some 3350,000,000 
or §300,000,000, the interest \ipon which 
would exhaust half the revenues were 
it not so applied. Obligations that do 
not bear interest, chiefly in the shape 
of paper money passing1 at one-third 
its face value, are perhaps equal in 
amount to the bonded debt. Many of 
the states appear to be making no at- 
tempt to pay their creditors. Some, as 
well as the general government, have 
made compositions in which the chief 
ingredients are' delays and promises, 
although there is a modicum of per- 
formance.
